Similarly the survivors of 


any deceased worker should m ake, 
a prompt Inquiry or their Social 
Security Office to determine what 
benefits are payable. The local So­ 
cial Security Office is located at 
32**7 Kensington Avenue. Phil*. For 
resident* of Hucks County a repre­ 
sentative of this office is at the Post 
Office in Bristol on the second and 
last Thursday of each month. 
Beginning January 1950 a repre­ 
sentative will be at the Post Office 
in Bristol every Thursday from 9 Jt 
in. to I p. rn Mr. Pease also point­ 
ed out that workers in the State of 
Pennsylvania may receive both Old 
Age and Survivors Insurance and 
Coemployment Compensation at the 
same time. provided that they qual­ 
ify under both systems.
